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Resrectep Sin, 

In our last communication, we ascertained an answer 
to the question, ‘“‘Did Christ die to procure the salvation 
of every man?” Our answer was he did. From this con- 
clusion, men have been inclined to infer, and even assert, 
that “If Christ died for all men,’ then of course all men 
must be zevitably saved.” Our Calvanistic brethren, 
and all Universalians draw this eonclusion; because they 
agree that every individual creature, for whom Christ died 
must besaved. Nowas the Calvanistic friends believe he 
only diéd for a specific part, so only a specific part can be 
saved; but as the Univergalians believe he died for all, they 
of course believe all men will be isevitably savéd. This 
mode of reasoning, and the virtue of their arguments are 
the very same; and the difference in their conclusions, re- 
sults from the disparity in the extension of their premises. 
The Calvanigts, laying their premises on the specific plan, 
draw their conclusion for a specific part. The Universa- 
lians, laying their premises for the whole draw their con- 
clusion accordingly. Now, sir, we conceive both their 
conclusions are erroneous, And the grounds of their er- 
for Is an improper view of the manner in which we aye 
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benefitted by the atonement. They seem to take it for 
granted, that because Christ died for an individual, that 
individual must mecessarily be saved. Here, sir, thev as- 
‘sume, as granted, what we deny, and think the scriptures 
deny also. ‘Though we believe Christ died for all men, 
yet we do not think that it follows of course, that all men 
must necessarily be saved. All parties agree, that no man 
can be saved, without being savingly interested, in the 
atonement of our Lord Jesus Christ. The issue of the 
point will then turn on the following question: ‘How are 
we savingly interested in the atonement, of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ?” To this, two answers have been given. 
Ist. We are interested in it, by virtue of the purpose of 
God including us personally in the gift of his son, without 
respect, either toour works or faith, and bis atonement, or 
personal righteousness is imputed to each individual, in- 
cluded in the same, for salvation, without any respect to 
their farth or works. 2nd. Weare interested in that a- 
tonement, not by the absolute purpose of God, appointing 
us personally to be benefitted by it; but by virtue of our 
faith, by wiich we receive the virtues of the atonement 
applied to us, and which fa:th, is reckoned to ws for, or 
ip the stead of personal righteousness; and previous to our 
faith we have no saving interest in the atonement, but be- 
come interested by virtue of our faith, and remain savingly 
interested in it no longer than we remain stedfast an faith. 
From these two answers, it is evident the first party con- 
siders us interested previovs to our faith; and our faith is 
consequent upon.our saving interest: the last party consid- 
ers us not savingly mterested until we believe; and our 


saving interest is the consequence of our faith. This last 
answer we come now to establish. 


Ist. It is admitted, all who are at present savingly in- 
terested in the atonement, are not under condemnation, 
Rom. 8—1. But all men remain under condemnation, 
until they believe. John 3.13. he that beheveth not 1s con- 
demned already. ‘Therefore no manis savingly interested 
until he believes. ; 


2nd. The expression righteousness of God, so frequently. 
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used by Paul,,is admitted to contain in its meaning asaving 
interest in the atonement. But upoa whom does this 
righteousness come? Rom. 3. 22 it is said, “the righteous- 
ness of God, by faith of Jesus Christ unto all, and upon all 
them that believe.” Here, sir, we see it is only upon those 
who believe. 

Sd. That we cannot be savingly interested in the atone- 
ment, previous to our faith, ts evident as follows. The 
scriptures.teach that our faith is reckoned, zmputed, or 
counted to us for righteousness; and therefore is called by 
the Apostle “the righteousness of faith, Rom. 10—6.” 
The scriptures no where say the personal righteousness of 
Christ is imputed to us; or that it is the object of our 
faith. But they every where state his sufferings, death, & 
blood particularly is the object of our faith, Rom. 3—25 
&c.” and our faith is reckoned to us, “ad justitium,”’ for’ 
righteousness or justification. See Rom. 4—3. 24. Now 
if our faith be reckoned to us for righteousness, it follows 
as an undeniable conclusion, we are not savingly interested 
in the atonement, (through which we obtain righteous- 
ness) until we believe that atonement, with a true heart. 
To establish the point, that our faith is imputed to us for 
righteousness, (and nothing else is j the following scriptures 
witness. Rom. 4. 3. “Abraham believed God and it was 
counted to him for righteousness.” Aagain 5th verse, “But 
to him that worketh not, but believeth on him that justifi- 
eth the ungodly, his faith is counted for righteousness.” 
Videalso 9th verse. Again 23—24, “Now it was not 
written for his sake alone, that it was imputed to him; but 
for us also to whom itshall be imputed, if we believe on 
him who raised up Jesus from the dead.” Here, sir, we 
have the important point decided. And we see clearly, 
that we have ne righteousness, either in, or out of Christ, 
until we believe in him orhis atonement. Therefore, 
though Christ has died for every man, yet if ary one shall 
die without genuine faith, in this atonement he must be 
damned, because faith is the only thing by which its vir- 
tues can be rece'ved. 

Ath. In the 25th verse 3 Rom. God is said to have set 
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forth Christ a propetiation through faith in his blood. Here, 
sir, we see that in order to obtain remission of sin, (which 
alone is a saving. interest) we must have faith in his blood. 
The propitiation of Christ will not avail any man any 
thing, unless he shall believe in that atonement, with a 
true heart. 

5th. Kom. 10—10 it is said for with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness. Here a man is said to obtain 
righteousness by faith. Faith is called the instrument, or 
caaise, and righteousness the effect; and as no effect can 
precede its cause, it follows that righteousness cannot pre- 
cede faith. 
the atonement, (which is the righteousness of faith) until 
he believes in that atonement, to the reception of its pow- 
‘erful virtues. ‘This fancied righteousness in Christ with- 
‘out faith is very delusive. 

6th. All grant that no man Is savingly interested, in the 
atonement, until he becomes a son of God, or (as it might 
be expressed) receives the spirit of adoption, Rom. 8— 
14. 17. Now those who maintain the first position, de- 
clare that he is a son, in the purpose or estimation of God: 
and this is asserting tacitly, the doctrine of eternal justifi- 
cation, which they are obliged to hold necessarily. But 
the scriptures inform us that we become the sons of God 


by faith. 


Christ,” says the Apostle. Again: John 1.12. “But as 
many as received him, to them gave he power to become 
the sons of Ged, even to them that believe on his name.’’ 
Here we perceive the ground of this gift was their faith, 
and the power to becotne the sons of God, was conse- 
quent upon'their faith, Nowas the cause precedes the 
consequence, which is dependent upon it, so faith precedes 
the gift of the power to become the sons of God. There- 
fore, as the power to becéme the sons of God is depend- 
ent upén our faith, our faith must of course precede our 


adoption. 


Apostle John says ‘the that believeth is born of God,” & 
“the that believeth not—maketh God a liar,” and of course 
canno{ be savingly interested in the atonement. We 
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Therefore, no man has a saving interest in’ 








“Ye are all the sons of God by faith in Jesus 


And in accordance with this sentiment, the 
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might add. much more; but our sheet will not permit. We 
think we hdWe established the important point that “no 
man can be savingly interested in the atonement, until he 
truly believes.” And although Christ has died for every 
man, yet this atonement can only be effectual to those who 
believe,* because faith is imputed to them for righteous- 
ness; (not the atonement, that is only the ground of their 
faith.) Hence we see the propriety of thattext, “he that 
believeth not shall be damned,” and “the that believeth not 
shall not see life, but the wrath of Ged abideth on him.”’ 
From the above view of the subject, we see that faith is the 
only true ground of righteousness, or holiness: and just in 
proportion to the strength, and purity of our faith, so is our 
holiness of heart. 

The world has been strangely inclined to charge the 
Methodist Church, with the doctrine of seeking righteous- 
ness by works. But, sir, no church its clearer of this doc- 
trine than she is. I think I have given, pretty correctly, 
the views of this church, in the above discussions. She 
believes all holiness, or righteousness results from faith in 
the atonement of Christ ; and according to the proportion 
of faith, (and not works) so is the holiness of any one. If 
it be a heavenly truth, that Christ died for every man; it 
is also scripturally true that no man can be saved but by 
living faith in that atonement. How many of us talk of 
being saved by our Lord Jesus Christ ; but who of us 
believe on him, so as to receive the virtue of his atone- 
ment even now ? Should not you, and I be very solicitous 
to have an active, and vigorous faith in our dying, and 
suffering Redeemer ? Should we not ask “do I now be- 
lieve on Thee, O thou adorable Saviour, with my heart 
unto righteousness 2” That we may thus believe, and 
find the salvation of our souls is the prayer of your cor-

‘THOUGHTS ON ELFMENTARY INSTRUCTION.—NO. IV. 


In our second number we brought into view the anta- 
gonist agency of unbelief, and offered some remarks for 
consideration which seemed to us to illustrate and corro- 
borate the Seripture doctrine of faith; but, if the princi- 
ple we have laid down be true, it applies in all degrees, 
and the inferences is undeniable, that it is possible for a 
man to be stimulated by unbelief to preach, and his 
preaching may be termed the hearing of unbelief, instead 
of the hearing of faith. Itis well known, thatia high degree 
of aversion towards their opposing and conflicting opin- 
ions is common to all denominations. It may be laid 
down, as an axiom, that we can feel no measure of aver- 
sion towards-any. system of doctrine which may not be 
felt by those who embrace it towards our own, and we 
are all capable of being roused into action by aversion. 
{t is not, perhaps susceptible of proof to the contrary, that 
a professed atonement, or that the death of Jesus Christ 
is the procuring cause of our salvation, may not feel as 
great an aversion to this doctrine as those do who reject 
the whole Bible. It is not necessary to demonstrate the 
truth or the falsehood of the doctrine of atonement, to es- 
tablish our position, it will suffice that the doctrme may 
be true; for in such case it would be plain, that the 
ministry of its opposers would be a ministry of unbelief, 
and its tendency to generate unbelief and aversion among 
those whoheard it. But it will be asked whether the ad- 
mission of this position would not involve all denomina- 
tions equally in the same consequence ? We think not, 
and we offer the following cases as exceptions: First, 
there may be points of mere ceremony to which no de- 
finite or specific promises,are annexed. Second, in case 
of doctrines there may be negative points, which can have 
no positive promises annexed to them. OF the first of 
these, a number may be specified ; as for instance, among 
the Jews, the tradition of the elders, and among Chris- 
tians, the imitation of Jewish ceremonies; of the second, 
we may enumerate unconditional reprobation. ‘This is a 
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negative to which no promise can possibly be annexed. 
No man can be bound to believe that he was made on 
purpose to be damned; no more can he. be bound to be- 
lieve this of any other man, as no promise can be annex- 
ed to such a belief, and no injury result from _not believ- 
ing: the punishment cannot be greater than the fate, 
But in whatever relates to the mercy and grace of God, 
the case is reversed. If any essential part of the plan of 
salvation be rejected through unbelief, the privation of its 
benefit must needs follow. | 


For instance, were the following text proposed to us: 
“In whom we have redemption through his blood, even 
the forgiveness ofour sins,” would not our belief, or unbe- 
lief, in a system ofatonement, have a peculiar influénce on 
our minds,& give a construction to the words,redemption, 
blood, forgiveness of our sins, and especially to the con- 
necting preposition through 2 Upon the nonatonement 
plan, a great deal of explanation would be needed, in or- 
der to explain them away, and by the time all virtue is 
abstracted from the blood, the value of the thing redeems 
ed, and the demerit of the sin forgiven, would be about 
equal. Thus the value.of the soul, the price of Christ’s 
blood, and the guilt of sin might be all believed away to- 
gether, or would become positive objects of unbelief. 
Where there is no faith in the guilt of sin, there will be 
none in the forgiveness of it. The difference, therefore,‘ in 
the consequences of mutual unbelief, in two systems, may 
be infinite. Ifthe non-atonement system be true, the be- 
lievers in atonement believe too much, but their unbelief 
does not deprive them of any benefit to be enjoyed upon 
the opposite plan; on the contrary, if the merits of the 
death of Christ, and influence of the Holy Spirit be really 
necessary to salvation, what a vast gulf does unbelief 
open between the soul and salvation. In the latter case 
all is privation, in the former there is nothing to be lost. 
What an immense difference, for example, must there be 
between the state of those men’s minds who tell us thev 
have no more confidence in the blood of Christ than in 
fhe blood of a bull, and the minds of those who say, 
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unto him that loved us, and washed us from our sins tn 
his own blood, and hath made us kings and priests unto 
God and his father, to him be glory and dominion for 
ever and ever, amen !” | 


~ On the whole, we are inclined to think that it is possi- 
ble that a great deal of preaching may have been pro- 
cuced by unbelief, and even hatred towards some one or 
more of the positive benefits, or blessing, or promises of 
the gospel. Ifsuch shall ever be proved to be the fact, 
the want of its success will be accounted for at once. 
We tremble for the consequences of that bitter enmity 
which we have sometimes had occasion to observe among 
thase who'reject the merits of Christ. ’rom impossibili- 
iy to nonsense, no epithet has been spared by certain 
writers in inveighing against the idea that one should suf- 
fer and die for another; and yet, if all the passages in 
the Bible, which are predicated upon this idea were blot- 
ted out, how fearfully would its contents be diminished? 

For along time, and by many writers of distinction,’ 
the hearing of faith and spiritual experience, were suppos- 
ed to be at variance. What a strange and unnatural dis- 
junction! In the very next verse after Paul had been 
speaking ef the ministering of the Spirit by the hearing of 
faith, he adds, Even as Abraham believed God, & it was 
accounted to him for righteousness. Know ye, therefore, 
that they which are of faith, the same are the children of 
Abraham. And the Scripture foreseeing that God would 
justify the Heathen through faith preached before the 
Gospel unto Abraham: but, that no man is justified by 
the law in the sight of God is evident, for the just shall 
live by faith. Justification by faith, then, is the ground 
ofa spiritual experience. , 


We not only admonish those who labour to abstract 
all merit and spirit from the gospel, to beware lest they 
should be found fighting against God, but we entreat 
them also to reflect seriously whether if all the doctrines 
they oppose were obliterated from the Bible, or in other 
words, whether if there were no living advocates for 
those doctrines, for them to oppose, they would have faith 
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enough to rouse their attention, and the attention of their 
hearers to religion, and to animate them in its practice. 
When the principles of a religious system can neither be 
seen nor traced, what must be the consequence if they 
cannot beheard? Weare disposed to award self con- 
sistency, at least, to’ those system-makers, whether Hea- 
then or Christian, who, to supply the want of the hearing 
of faith, have made their religion showy, tangible and 
nasible, for even their prayers are perfumed with incense, 
and visibly rise in the form of smoke ; but this praise we 
think is not due to the antagonists of faith. It seems to 
us, that if it were possible for them to destroy their rival, 
the mortal pang would be felt 10 the vitals of their own. 
It is evident, that there are professors of Christianity 
whose religion is literally militant; their zeal is all con- 
troversial, and their faith may be resolved into an unbe- 
lief of what others embrace as the Gospel. The true be- 
liever, on the contrary, in the hearing of faith, has a sys- 
tem wholly independent upon adventitious and casual 
circumstances. If all opposition and all opposite systems 
were to cease, he would find in the Bible an inherent and 
inexhaustible fountain of propositions and promises, to 
keep alive in the mind and in the heart the Spirit of devo- 
tion; to fill'and expand all the intellectual and moral fa- 
culties. By the hearing of faith, as St. Paul speaks, the 
Spirit may be ministered “without controversy.” ‘Phis 
has been witnessed among us in innumerable instances.

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_ Ihave lately returned from a visit to the county of 
King and Queen, where I was ‘permitted to attend a 
‘Camp-Meeting, which commenced on Saturday the 2d 
inst. and continued four days. And after having attend- 
ed many meetings of this character, I am pleased to say 
that the order, decorum, and success of this meeting ex- 
ceeded perhaps any that I ever attended before. The 
congregations were solemn and attentive; the preachers 
were zealous, energetic and impressive; and in truth J 
tan say, that the word preached profited the people, be- 
ing mixed with faith in those who heard it. ‘The mourn- 
ful cries of humble penitents were heard both day and 
night, ascending to that God who never rejects returning 
prodigals. Jesus heard their bitter groans, he beheld the 
tear of anguish, and when he saw, his eye affected his 
tender heart which ever melts at human woe, and He 
who never said to one seek ye my face in vain, in mercy 
condescended to stoop and raise their sinking souls from 
the bondage of Satanic despotism. "Christians of various 
denominations united with us, and we seemed to ‘move 
on as one consolidated band, with shouts of grace and 
mighty triumph. There were about sixty souls who pro-

SYRIAN CHURCH. 
Through the influence of Dr. Buchanan, who visited 
this people about 15 years since, missionaries have been. 
sent amongst them, andacollege commenced. Ee found, 
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indeed, a primitive simplicity, and a characteristic firm- 
ness, which had resisted many of the dogmas of popery; 
but their leading ministers were superstitious, possessing 
rather the form of godliness than its power. One who 
has lately visited the Syrian Christians, and noticed their 
villages, churches, and priests, has stated four particulars 
in which improvements are apparent, vizi—1. The mar- 
riage of the clergy. 2. The removal of all images from 
thechurches. 3. ‘The reading of a portion of the Scrip- 
tures every Lord’s day, in the Malavalim. 4. The open- 
ing of schools, attached’ to most,of the churches. ‘These 
improvements, however, are not universal; byt the dispo- 
sition to extend them seems to be on the increase. It is 
but about four or five years since, that Mr. Bailey, the 
first missionary who was settled among them, commen- 
ced his instructions; and as since that time, there are less 
" pomp and ceremony among the clergy,—a greater de- 
sire to study the Bible—and more willingness to acknowl- 
edge their ignorance, and more gratitude displayed to- 
wards those who would enlighted them, strong hones may 
be cherished of their rapid advancement in Christianity. 
There is believed to bea redeeming virtue amongst this 
people, which by a divine blessing will ere long rise to vi- 
gour and maturity. Christian Watchman. 


MISSIONARIES IN EGYPT. 

Although later intelligence has been received from the 
Missionaries*in Egypt, than is contained in the following 
extract of a letter from Mr. King, yet it will serve to show 
the danger and success which attended the introduction of 
the Bible into that country. 

Alexandria, 20th Jan. 1823. —Through the goodness 
of our Lord, I arrived here with Messrs. Fisk and Wolff 
the 10th inst. after a pleasant passage of seven days from 
Malta. We have been continually occupied since, in 
selling and giving Bibles, and in reasoning with the Jews 
and Gentiles. We have preached to congregations, con- 
sisting of from six persons to one hundred and thirty per- 
_ sons, in fivelanguages, We have sold 100, and given 
away 50, copies of the Bible and parts of the Bible in ten 
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languages. The Catholics in the convent have excom- 
municated us and our books, and ordered the books to be 
burned. Some few Bibles have been burnt. Still the — 
people are most of them for us. There seems to be much 
excitement here ; and the word of God runs, and I hope 
will be glorified. Mr. Drovetti, the French Consul Ge- 
neral, has received me with much kindness. I was in- 
troduced to.him by the Asiatic Society. The day after 
my introduction, I dined with him. The Superior of the 
Convent applied to him to prevent the New Testaments 
being used in a school here: but he refussed. Blessed 
be the naméjof the Lord for this. The school-master who 
isa Catholic, and has about forty pupils, bought fifteen 
Testaments, ‘and we have given him fifteen more. These 
are now read by his pupils in the school. ‘This moruing 
we have heard, that he has been excommunicated. 


THE BIBLE IN SOUTH AMERICA. 
Extract of a Letter from a Gentleman, dated Lima, 18th 
October, 1822. 

Durine the time I remained in Buenos Ayres, I had 
the pleasure of seeing the New Testament circulate m 
that place and the surrounding country. Some copies 
were sent to a small colony on the east side of Patagonia, 
and one copy at least, was carried by an Indian chief ac- 
quainted with the Spanish language, ‘to the very heart of 
that comparatively unknown place. This Patagonian 
. was wonderfully pleased with a copy he received in Bue- 
nos Ayres, and said he would take great pleasure in ex- 
plaining it to his countrymen on his return home to the 
various provinces on both sides of the Parana; a few co- 
pies have been sent to Monte Vido, some Spanish New 
Testaments, and Portuguese Bibles, and some Portuguese 


Bibles and Testaments to Bahia in the Brazils.

The Bible n Greenland.—‘The converted Greenlan- 
ders,” writes the Secretary of the Danish Bible Society, 
“a simple hearted and docile race, are already in posses- 
sion of a translation of the New Testament; but know - 
only so.much of the Old, as may be gleaned from a His- 
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tory of the Bible by Fabricius. Our Committee have, 
therefore resolved to translate and print several of the 
most important books*of the Old. ‘Testament, for their 
use. Thad aconversation'on the subject with the vene- 
rable Bishop Fabricius, superintendent of the Greenland 
Missions, when we agreed to commence with Genesis, 
the Psalms and the Prophet Isaiah. The Bishop, al- 
though in his 78th year, verv cheerfully undertook the 
translation into that difficult language, of which he is.

Have we any thing to say to the misconduct of 
others; therefore let not the fault of any absent person be 
mentioned, unless absolute necessity requires it, and then 
let it be with the greatest tenderness, withont dwelling 
upon it. May God preserve us from a censorious, critici- 
sing spirit so contrary to that of Christ. . 

IV. We offer the right hand of fellowship to every 
one that cometh in the name of the Lord, but we receive 
none to doubtful disputation; but whosoever loveth the 
Lord Jesus in sincerity, the same is our brother, sister, 
and mother; for we cannot but remember that God is love. 

V. We neither receive nor pay visits on the Lord’s day, 
for we and our house desire particularly oa that day to 
serve the Lord. * 

VI. We do earnestly desire every one to reprove us 
faithfully when we break any of these rules; so shall we be 
as guardian angels to each other; and as an holy mingled 
flame, ascend up before the Lord. And as many as walk 
according to this rule, peace be unto them. Gal. vis 16.

Report of the Goshen Sabbath School Society, Knox 
County, O. addressed to the Rev. Daniel Limrick. 


We commenced our Sabbath School on the last Sabbath of April- 
About thirty children were present; and their names were taken 
down. Therulesand regulations which are to govern the Institu- 
tion were read. Our school was opened by singing and prayer, 
(which has always been our practice ever since.) On the next Sab- 
bath our number increased to seventy-five. We then proceeded to 
divide them into classes, to enable the Teachers to be more attentive 
to their duty. This school has had a very good effect in this place. 
Many poor children, who were wandering up and down in the woods, 
and straying along the creeks, and breaking the Sabbath, are now 
truly attentive to learn and read the Word of Life. We have- now 
about seventy-three who may be called regular attendants, and who 
have recited nine thousand, eight huadred and ninety-eight verses of 
Scripture. Several know the Catechism, and anumber of Divine 
Songs. ‘Three have been rewarded with premiums, eacha Bible— 
three, each a Testament, and ten with a‘Tract on Prayer. Upon 
the whole, we have abundant cause for encouragement to persevere 
in this good work, and have no doubt but it will give you great satis- 
faction to hear we are progressing, and what is better than all, good 
attention is paid by our scholars to the word preached with few ex- 
ceptions. One of our scholars has been awakened to see her need of 
the application of the blood of Jesus Christ, to save her soul. She has 
joined the church in this place. Weare geing on with our second 
quarter and shall proceed to make our report to youaguin at the end 
of the quarter. We hope you will remember to pray for us.
